Charles Hutto; a team 
leader, Mrs. Rebecca 
Kahila; two teachers, Mrs. 
Salena Morton and Mr. 
Ken Erickson; one teach- 
er’s aide, Mrs. An Del- 
ehanty; and one secretary, 
Mrs. Tina Hartman. 

Unlike the high school, 
the center was open from 
8:00 a.m. until 5:00 p.m. 
The I.D.E.A. center broke 
for lunch at 12:00 - 12:30. 
Vending machines were 
available for students and 
staff members use in a 
designated lunch area. 

Mr. Hutto said, “We of- 
fer the high school diplo- 
ma for more than half of 
our graduates. The 
G.E.D. and performance 
based/vocational based 
eighteen credit diplomas. 


A stipend is paid and 
transportation provided 
to students for their work 
and attendance.” 

Students not enrolled 
in the I.D.E.A. center liked 
the intentions of the pro- 
gram. “The I.D.E.A. cen- 
ter is a beneficial alternate 
decision for those who, 
for some reason or an- 
other, can not attend the 
high school. This way the 
students can obtain their 
education in addition to 
their diploma instead of 
dropping out of school 
and having to return to 
night school to receive a 
G.E.D.,” said senior Misty 
Walker. 

Some of the alternative 
classes available were Co- 
op credit, English, G.E.D. 
preparatory, Math, Sci- 
ence, Social Studies, and 
electives. Instruction was 
based on how students 
mastered the skill or dem- 
onstrated competency. 
The center was also set up 
to offer fundamental voca-

tional programs that in- 
cluded auto service, small 
engine repair and building 
trades and also carpentry. 

“IT know several people 
in the I.D.E.A. center and I 
can honestly see the wide 
variety of benefits the cen- 
ter provides for them to- 
wards their progress in 
school,” remarked Kelly 
Nelson. 

Students were given a 
set amount of work they 
had to do within a nine 
weeks time. It was up to 
them to complete it or ask 
for help with their work. 
This allowed students to 
take two years in one. 

Also offered was a per- 
formance-based program.

The teachers 
of the technical drawing classes 
were Mr. Alan Hambrick and Mr.

Another class offered was Busi- 
ness Law.

We studied 
several classes and learned of 
many interesting laws.” The class 
was offered only to juniors and 
seniors. The class dealt with what 
was legal in the business world, 
and what was not. For students 
going into a business field, or who 
thought they might start their own 
business one day, the class helped 
know what was ahead of them. 

Accounting was a class that 
helped students learn how to man- 
age a business and money. “When
